A spokesm an for U.S. Steel, 
however, said the majority of 
steelworkers showed up at the 
plant and operations are norm­ 
al. 


But while the figures on the 
number of workers who entered 
the plant m ay be controversial, 
there w as no question the picket 
lines created a traffic problem.

Junior College Head Says: 


Accreditation Isn’t 
P For College 


A Bucks County 
community 


college, should it come into be­ 
ing, will have no more accredi­ 
tation problems than any other 
new collegiate institution. 


This was stated today by E d ­ 
mund J . Gleazer, executive di­ 
rector of the American Associa­ 
tion 
of 
Junior 
Colleges. 
His 
statement followed reports that 
a Bucks County community col­ 
lege would not be accredited be­ 
cause of non-affiliation with an 
existing collegiate institution. 


His statement also quelled the 
fears expressed last night 
by 
the Middletown Township School 
Board that a Bucks community 
college would not be accredited. 
The board proposed an accredit­ 
ed university extension instead. 


Has Reservations 


Dr. 
E. 
Robert 
Werner, 
a 
board member who is on the 
Neshaminy community 
college 
committee, 
reported 
he 
has 
“ distinct reservations” about a 
college sponsored by the county1 
commissioners, a 
proposal 
by 
chief county administrators 
int 
recent weeks. 


Dr. Werner said it could draw 
education into “ polities,” since 


the law provides that sponsors 


appoint the community college 


trustees. He said 
he 
believes 


the board is not getting “ the full 
story.” 


According to Gleazer, “ most 
junior colleges (two-year insti­ 
tutions) are not affiliated with 
other institutions. This is t h e 
norm. Only a small minority are 
affiliated.” 


Few Problems 


“ It’s true that a Bucks com ­ 
munity college would not be ac ­ 
credited at first,” Gleazer said, 
“ but most colleges have to be 
in existence three years before 
being accredited. Even without 
accreditation, there 
has 
been 
little or no problems with a r­ 
ranging for universities to a c ­ 
cept the transfer of students.” 
He disagreed with statements 
circulated locally that 
98 
per 
cent of the colleges do not a c ­ 
cept students from non-accred- 
ited schools. 


“ Universities are well - ac­ 
quainted with this problem .” he 
stated, 
“ and 
h a v e 
adopted 
m easures to facilitate transfer, 
particularly since this is becom ­ 
ing the pattern of higher edu- 


; cation in the country.”
